Tyose who have an intimate knowledge of 
South Africa, based more particularly ‘ou 
experience with the native races, have 
always predicted that the struggle with 
the Boera would be followed by a big 
uprising of the coloured people. This prog- 
nostication is now being fulfilled. “Recent 
telegrams from Natal show that.the present 
insurrection with which the Government 
of that Colony has to deal is not the action 
of a few irresponsibles, not one of those 
temporary expresaions of dissatisfaction to 
be followed by the usual punitive expedition, 
but a carofully considered plan of campaign 
which enly. required’ some act’ of apparent 
aggression on the part of the dominant race 
to develop into open hostility. - Thia is, not 
an alarmist view of the situation, It is 
based on fact. “Thousands of natives have 
risen in revolt, and that two. of the more 
important tribal rulers have refused to 
assiat ‘in bringiog the recaleitrants under 
subjection is significant. It shows that the 
various tribe are in sympathy with those 
‘who hava raised the standard of rebellion, 
and therein lies the danger.. Dread of the 
power of Britain may be overcome by a few 
initial and trifling successes, und sympathy 
may be exchanged for active and vigorous 
co-operation, resulting in a moyement which 
will call for greater repressive measures 
than ure at present anticipated. In our, 
exclusive telegram of Saturday it was 
announced thet it was thought probable 
that at least seven thousand: troops would 
be required to quell the outbreak, but those. 


feupplanted ia the labour market, and 


will-be required to subdue the natives. 
When we come to study the situation wo 
find that. the uprising. isnot morely tha 
outcomo of aversion td the hut tax, always 
rogarded us a vexatious impost, Its causes 
are more deeply sented, Some are politiea!, 
some are economic, and’ soine are what we 
might call military. Politically, certain 
evente have occurred, notably the Boer War, 
ago, result of which the ruling race has lost 
prestige. Kconomienlly, the introduction 
of Chincege coolies affected the Inbour market 
go that the Kaffirs were not in a position 
to pay their usual contributions to their 
chiefs, and not unwaturally tho falling off 
was not to the liking of those who suffered 
by it. Added to that, is the animus shown 
by the blacks against the yellow men. 
‘From the military point of view there 
was the arming of natives during the Boer 
War. Undoubtedly the aboriginals rendered 
tiseful’ berviee as svouts, but the conse- 
quences of the step cictated by military

1,000 dead and 100,000 homeless; he was 
urgently in need uf rations. The latest 
accounts eay that the denge smoke from the 
conflagration which overspreads the city is 
visible for miles at sea, and it looks as'if 
the whole city was doomed: to the flames 
Many famous buildings, hotels, and theatres

the pumbor of wounded, as tho streets are in un 
incleseribable condition. 

‘The shock lasted for about a minute, and was 
followod by a genoral crash in the downtown 
district as the buildings swayed and tottored. 
Fire beoky out almost at once at several p aces 
in the ruing and scores. of buildings burned. 
the fire alarm system is disabled, the water 
sapply rained by tle dislocation of the mains 
from the earthqaake, and the city appesra to be 
atthe mercy of the flames. Many of the streets 
are impassable for tho: fire engines, were the. 
water servico Working. All wires ont of the 
city are down, and dozens of poles lie in the 
streeta.

Mr. Sharp, in opsning, directed his Lordahip’s 
attontion'to the motion that his Lordship’s 
order dated 10th April, 1906, be dissolved, dis- 
charge’ the commitment and release the bail. 

His Lordship observed that bis motion was 
for habeas corpus. 

Mr: Sharp thought jit: would ba more con. 
yeuient to‘take the short application firat, ° 

His Lordship said he granted tho writ of 
habeas corpus yostorday only for the convenience 
of parties. : 

"Mr. Sharp added that both would ts taken 


that morning. : Sea 

His Lordship remarks Phe had vory 
grout duubt as to whether habeas corpus was tho 
proper provedure. 

Mr. Sharp suid it would bo unneocssary to 
consider that: if his Lordship granted the 
application. The point had - been raised in (wo 
ways.’ If hia Wordship would grant that 
motion it would be unnecessary to consider 
habeas corpus. | : 

Tho question whothor -habets corpus was the 
proper remedy was argued at leagth. 

Mr. Pollock followed Mr..Sharp and quoted 
authorities, afler which his Lordship intimatod 
that he would give bis decision on that point on 
Monday (to-day). . 

Mr. Sharp then moved that tho. Chief 
Justics's order made on April 10, whereby Chan 
Mang-kiun, Chin Yam, Tsaog Hung, Wong 
Sai-ho, Lau Sing-kiu, Chu Kai-un aud Ng 
In-ting were sentenced to tiroo months! 
imprisonment, ‘bo dissolved ond that they bo 
discharged onthe ground that they were not 
juformed by the Chief Justice what statemonts 
made by them respectively constituted tho 
allegod porjury,-and on the ground that before 
sontence was passed upon them au opportunity 
wag not given to them of boing heard in their 
own bobalf, or of showing cnuse why they should 
not be 60 commilted. 

Hie Lordship pointed out the sammons had 
been taken out: in chamborr, which practically 
covored that ground. ‘And then there was the 
material point that the order only referred to 
seven, whereas the commitment wos of oight 
men, one man having dissppesved bofore tho 
warrant was issued. ie : 

Mr. Sharp, having road the motion, quoted the 
suction of the Ordinance dealing with perjury, 
and said he would ask that.the important phrase 
therein “it. appears ‘to the court” meant 
it judicially appeared to the court under the 
observance of the essential principles on which 
judicial enquiries must be con inctod. He then 


read from the official report of bis Lordship’s | 


commitment and submitted that that commit. 
ment was bad upon the grounds stated in the 
notice of motion. ‘I'he two essential grounds 
were, (1) that the prisoners were not informed by 
the Chief Justice of the statemonis mado by 
them respectively of the alleged perjary ; (2) 
an opportunity was not given to the prisoners 
of being heard on their own behalf. He sub- 
mitted that it was a fundamental and in- 
variable prinziple of law that no person could 
be punished until he bad been given an 
opportunity of being heard in his own 
defence, und a very material: part of this 
right was the right. to call evidence if. it 
shonld be necessary, He, quoted authorities 
cin support of bis contention, : ; 

His Lordship said that in this case tho 

witnesses were almost parties, The Official 
Reoeiver was suing for creditors. ; 
** Mr, Sharp said those people were not presont 
when the evidence was givon, as thoy would have 
eon had they been parties. Thay cama there 
on the last night te hear the judgment, 

Ilis Lordship—I believe they wore'here every 
day. : 

Mr. Sharp—Some of tham might, but not all 
of them. ; : 

His Lordship—aA good many. 

Mr. Sharp, continuing, said those witnesses 
or pHsoners might have shown-~although if 
was not part.of bis Lordship's duty to consider 
what defence they might have shown, and he 
himself should certainly not consider | the 
point—that the statements they had made. 
were tro. He hod no doubt in 
fact they would have called furthor evidence 
fo prove their sintements. He was not going 
to consider what defence they might have 
reised if ‘they had boon, given the oppor- 
tunity.” The point was that by the funda- 
mental principle of law they ksi be 
given that opportunity, He then cited a case 
in which five judges unanimously concurred ‘ia 


| those findings, and went farther and said that 


they had a right to call witneases. 

His Lordship—Thon that would make it 
inevitable to try the caso again, which would 
cocupy another two or three days, keeping the 
jary impanelled and witnesses in attendance.

GERMANS AT COUBRIERES. 


Bat all this pales beside the dreadful colliery 
digaster at Courriexes in France, whero. from a 
thousand to twelve hundred mon have perishad, 
loaviog ot a low computation 6,00 children 
fatherless,. The pits or concessions as they are 
called, ure sitnated in the great coal basin of 
Bethune, the output of which reaches close npou 
16 million tons annually, and extend over au 
area’ of 6,000 heotores. They were conaiderad 
particularly vafe with regard to fire-duxap and 


“jhe entive plant and timber-worls, ete., are said to 


havo been of the most approved pattern, A 
abort time ago tire broke out in two of the pits 
which it proved impossible to extingnish, The 
heat, it ia now supposed, generated fire-damp and 
other gasés, which found their way through 
fissures ju the rovks to the neighbouriug gal. 
leries, wherethe men, if report botrue, wore work. 
ing’ with naked lights. Several terrific explosions 
foll owed, bringing down enormous masses of rock 
ond stone and killing or imprisoning some 
sixten hundred men. Fow of them succeeded 
in eaenping and altbongh no timo wus lost in 
commencing operations for saving — the 
yemainder, ouly a few hundred seem to have 
beon ‘rescued and thore seems to be no chance 
of any mora being still alive. At tivat little 
PLpwTEss was mado as the available appliances 


sprovod’ inadequace and not adapted to the 


circumstances; and it was not until a body of 
avuut twenty. specially trained salvage men 
from tho Westphalian coal districts appoared on 
tho scene that the work underground advanced 
ato more rapid rate. Whether these men were

GOVERNMENT PROPOGAT, REJECTED, | 


Tho Budget Committee of the Reichstag otf 
March 21 rejected the proposal of the Govern- 
ment that the Colonial Office, which has 
beon thorely & Wepartmont of the 
Foreign Office, shotild be transformed into an 
independent Colonial Minist#y under the con- 
trol of an Imperial Secretary of State. 

The subordination of the Colontdl Office. to 
the Foreign Offite has proved to te extremoly 
detrimental to Gerttan colonial interests, an 
it has lony been recognised by German states- 
men that the establidhment of 6 . soparats 
Ministry for the Colonies was_a matter of 
urgent necessity, Last antumn Prince Ernest 
of Hohenlohe-Langenburg consented to assume 
éontrol of the colonial department on the under- 
standing that it should be transformed into o 
separate Ministry, and that he himeelf should 
become Imperial Secretary of State for the 
Colonies. : 

It appears that tho linperial Chancellor, 
Prinog von Biilow, considered the assent_of the 
Reichstag to this reform .certain, aud obtained 
the Emperor's assent to Prince Ernest's appoint- 
ment by giving his Majesty an assnrance that 
there would be no difficulty in carrying out 
tho proposal. The Budget Committee of the 
Reichstag, in rejecting ‘tho project, has thus 
frustrated a scheme with which tho Emporor 
was to a cortain extent personally identified. 

It may be on for granted that the 
Reiohstag will uphold the decision of its com- 
mittee, since those parties which opposed the 
Government's proposal in committes command 
a enbstantial majority in the Imperial Legisla- 
tare. The Colonial Uffice wifl thus remoin a 
department of the Foreign Office, ond will be 
headed, not Ww an Imperial Secretary of. State, 
but by an Under-Secretary of State, with a 
salary of £1,250 per donum. ee 

In these circumgtances Prince Ernest of 
Hobentohe-Langenbarg will cortaiuly resign, 
is he has no intention of accopting a sabordi- 
nate post euch as that of an Under-Secretary. 
Ho 1s related to the Imporial family. 
Princess, his wife, was 8 daughter of tho late
